No  matter  what  your  focus  is, 
during  your  sophomore  year  you'll 
study  the  concepts,  materials  and 
techniques  of  still  photography  and 
film/video.  In  your  junior  and 
senior  years  you'll  reftne  your  skills 
in  your  chosen  area  of  concentra- 
tion, using  the  full  range  of  media 
tools  and  techniques  to  express 
yourself 

Each  spring  seniors  hurry  to 
finish  their  hnal  film  projects  in 
time  for  the  University's  film/video/ 
animation  festival.  This  is  the  first 
time  they  have  the  opportunity  to 
publicly  screen  their  works,  which 
often  win  national  recognition. 

Photography 

You  begin  by  studying  the  intrinsic 
conceptual  and  material  concerns 
of  the  medium  itself  and  then  use 
that  information  to  express  your 
own  world  view.  Distortion  of  both 
process  and  effect  is  considered,  as 
is  the  use  and  control  of  traditional 
color  print  material.  You'll  also 
work  in  non-traditional  forms — 
the  photographic  book,  nonsilver 
processes,  the  extended  photograph 
and  large  format  photography 
Electives  include  photography  in 
the  realm  of  graphic  arts,  docu- 
mentaries, multi-image  production 
and  fine  arts.  As  a  senior,  you'll 
take  courses  in  photographic  his- 
tory and  criticism,  and  professional 
practice  taught  by  commercial 
photographers  as  you  begin  the 
process  of  defining  your  art 
through  your  photography  thesis.

Animation 

Using  the  technologies  of  film- 
making, animators  draw  upon  a 
diverse  palette  of  materials  created 
by  drawing,  painting,  sculpture, 
illustration,  graphic  arts  and  still 
photography  to  produce  animated 
film.  By  observing  the  moving 
human  figure,  you'll  develop  a 
sense  of  motion  through  time 
and  space;  from  screening  and 
analyzing  films,  a  sense  of  dramatic 
film  structure. 

Your  enhanced  drawing  skills 
and  knowledge  of  computer  anima- 
tion will  enable  you  to  create  an 
animated  film  in  your  junior  year, 
first  in  a  pencil  test,  then  in  a  full- 
color  version  with  synch-sound.  In 
your  senior  year,  you'll  produce  a 
short  thesis  film  in  your  own  style 
on  your  own  topic.  Your  video 
portfolio  of  animated  sequences 
will  demonstrate  your  skill,  sense 
of  style  and  creative  ability  when 
you  apply  for  work  in  the  field.

At  UArts  we  continue  to  define 
and  redefine  craft  by  practicing  it 
at  the  highest  level.  Craft  is  tactile; 
materials  are  touched,  experi- 
enced and  understood.  Craft 
means  working  with  real 
materials — clay,  metal,  fibers, 
wood,  paper,  glass.  It  means 
intense  personal  involvement 
while  workmg  with  tools  that 
are  extensions  of  your  hands — 
a  soldering  torch,  a  table  saw,  a 
computer-operated  loom,  a  pot- 
ter's wheel — to  transform  those 
materials  into  artifacts  that  range 
from  unique,  one-of-a-kind  sculp- 
tural pieces  to  production-oriented 
utilitarian  objects  such  as  vessels 
and  tableware.

Whether  your  major  is  Dance, 
Music,  Acting  or  Musical  Theater, 
prepare  yourself  for  an  exciting  and 
demanding  experience.  From  your 
first  day  you'll  be  immersed  in  the 
professional  world  of  practice, 
rehearsal  and  performance.  For 
musicians,  the  program  centers 
around  the  private  lesson;  for 
dance  and  theater  arts  students, 
around  the  dance  or  acting  studio. 
All  performing  arts  students  take 
a  professional  core  which  includes 
technique,  history  and  literature, 
ensemble  training,  electives,  and 
an  array  of  humanities  courses. 
In  our  dance  studios  you'll 
work  on  newly  renovated,  state-of- 
the-art  floors  with  four-inch  sus- 
pension providing  the  safest  and 
most  comfortable  dancing  surface 
anywhere.  The  studios  are  large, 
bright,  barred  and  mirrored,  with 
huge  windows,  ceiling  fans,  pianos, 
cassette  and  record  consoles,  and 
lockers,  showers  and  lounges. 


Analog  or  digital,  you'll  learn 
how  to  produce  and  record  music 
electronically  in  the  University's 
new  MIDI  and  recording  studios. 
Practice  in  sound-proof  rooms, 
including  a  four-studio  grand  piano 
suite,  and  a  percussion  suite. 

Depending  on  your  major, 
you'll  be  appearing  in  most  of  our 
theaters  while  you're  here,  probably 
many  times:

The  performing  arts  degree 
programs — the  Bachelors  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Dance  and  Theater  Arts, 
and  the  Bachelor  of  Music — 
require  124-128  credits;  the  BFA 
in  Dance  Education,  130  credits. 
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Our  dance  faculty  consists  of 
acclaimed  performers  and  choreog- 
raphers. They  come  from  all  over 
the  dance  map:  the  National  Ballet 
of  Canada,  the  Alvm  Alley  American 
Dance  Theater,  the  Pennsylvania

The  School  of  Music  stresses 
individualizeci  training  in  a  conser- 
vatory atmosphere.  At  the  core  of 
the  curriculum  are  private  lessons 
in  your  major,  and  intensive  studies 
in  theory  and  musicianship.  You 
may  major  in  Vocal  Performance, 
Jazz/Contemporary  Instrumental 
Performance,  or  Composition. 

You'll  be  involved  in  a  rigorous 
schedule  of  rehearsals  and  per- 
formances. Depending  on  your 
interests  and  career  goals,  you'll 
participate  in  the  University's  large 
ensembles — the  Big  Band,  Fusion 
Ensemble,  Studio  Orchestra, 
Chorus,  Jazz  Vocal  Ensemble  and 


Chamber  Singers — or  with  small 
groups  performing  Latin,  jazz  or 
blues.  Each  year  we  produce  more 
than  125  concerts  and  recitals  that 
are  attended  by  students,  faculty 
and  the  general  public. 

Our  faculty  are  working 
professionals — soloists,  composers, 
theorists  and  music  historians.  In 
our  Master  Class  series,  our  stu-

Students  of  voice  will  receive 
private  lessons,  concentrated  vocal 
studies,  and  a  solid  background  in 
musicianship,  theory,  music  history 
and  conducting.

•  Jazz/Contemporary 
Instrumental

Master  of  Arts 
in  Teaching- 
Music  Education 

Thirty-six  credits 

If  you  have  earned  your  bachelor's 
degree  in  applied  music  and  are 
interested  in  a  career  in  music 
education,  this  program  will 
prepare  you  for  Pennsylvania 
certification  as  a  teacher  of  K-12. 
Courses  and  workshops  in  teaching 
methods  and  materials,  conduct- 
ing, administration,  research 
and  technology  as  well  as  field 
experience,  prepare  you  for  teach- 
ing, supervision,  administration, 
and  education-related  fields  in 
computer  software  development, 
broadcasting,  law  and  the  arts, 
and  private  studio  teaching. 
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Great  acting  looks  easy  because  it 
doesn't  look  like  acting,  but  we 
know  how  difficult  it  is  for  an 
actor  to  reach  that  point.  We 
believe  acting  must  be  learned  as 
a  craft — step  by  step,  technique 
by  technique — before  real  artistry 
can  emerge.  Like  developing  new 
muscles  for  self-expression,  acting 
takes  time  and  practice  before  it 
becomes  natural  and  convincing. 

The  goal,  of  course,  is  to 
help  you  bring  magic  to  your 
performance,  and  UArts'  highly 
focused,  conservatory-styled 
program  is  designed  to  get  you 
there  through  disciplined, 
rigorous  and  innovative  work.  As 
you  advance,  there  will  be  many 
performances,  with  all  the 
attendant  rehearsals: 
typically  seven  student 
productions  per  year  are  pre- 
sented in  the  University's 
theaters.  You'll  also  be 


^^ 
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busy  expanding  your  repertoire 
with  solo  performances  and 
scene  work. 

And  because  we  encourage 
collaborative  work  among  our 
students,  you'll  probably  make 
your  film  or  video  debut  while 
you're  here,  courtesy  of  one  of  our 
film  majors  in  the  College  of  Art 
and  Design.
